Food in 1975 


Food, and the price of it, has been 
a 
m a jo r 
topic of Pottstow r 
housewives in 1974. 
And in 1975 food will again be b 
headliner. 
Although the new year bells won't 
sound in town for several more days, 
food is being discussed not only 
locally but nationally. 
The 
U .S . 
D epartm ent 
pf 
Agriculture has given an advance 
preview of what it expects to be in 
plentiful supply next year and what 
it does not. Although the department 
expects food prices generally to be 
up 15 per cent in 1975. prices of 
individual items will depend in large 
part on availability. 
Those who like oranges for break­ 
fast are in luck. They may want to 
include oranges in other meals as 
well, for the department expects a 
bumper crop. 
Hard pressed to find other foods in 
a similar state, the department men­ 


tioned fresh fruits and vegetables of 
many kinds, mentioning lemons and 
potatoes especially. 
Poultry and dairy products may 
be less plentiful and more expen­ 
sive. Also wheat and soybeans and 
p ro d u cts 
made from them . 
Processed foods of all kinds may be 
higher in price because of added 
costs between the farmer and the 
consumer. 
Beef may be a relative bargain 
next year because of the shorter 
feeding time farmers are allotting to 
cattle. Pork and lamb supplies may 
be down and prices up. 
All of these are no more than 
projections. As consumer tastes 
change because of fluctuating sup­ 
plies and prices, so could the 
demand — in itself creating a reac­ 
tion in the market place.' 
The best bet may be to plan a 
truck patch in your yard this coming 
year. 
One-Upmanship 


A number of incumbant congressmen and 
senators resigned their seats in the waning 
days of the 93rd Congress in order that their 
successors elected in the November elec­ 
tions would have a head start in seniority 
over the other members of the freshman 
class. There could be some significant 
advantages to the maneuver in view ot the 
large num ber of newly elected members 
taking their seats in January. 
This is by no means a new ploy, but the 
larger than usual number engaged in the 


procedure this year ought to prompt a 
review of the technique. Members of 
Congress are free to resign at any time, but 
barring health problems or other emergen­ 
cies. they were elected by their constituents 
to serve a prescribed term 
They will argue that they are giving their 
constituents one last favor by permitting a 
successor to gain seniority, however slight, 
for the district. Conversely, it creates an 
unfair disadvantage to other members who 
take their seats on schedule.

A brief time later. Daniel McCormick, a Pott­ 
stown blacksmith who was thrown out of work 
because of the removal of the machine shops of the 
Reading Railroad Co.. opened his account books 
for the information of the public. 


This column — along with assorted poets of old 
around the countryside and other writers — has 
thrown accolades to the mighty smithy. His form 
of life style'seems to many of us to have been a 
sort of "American Special '. Philosopher, honest 
beyond the shadow^ of a doubt, a man whose 
integrity of life pattern, whose ethics, morals and 
candor are matched only by the mighty muscles of 
his arms. — in this age during which we live he isa. 
thing apart and almost a forgotten entity. 


We herein reprint the notes contained in our 
Ledger so far as that McCormick's private affairs 
are concerned in the hope that the reader will take 
these figures in the proper context of the years 
during which the blacksmith lived. 


"Mr. McCormick kept an accurate record of the 
time made and wages received from the company 
since he entered their service on May 22, 1854. up 
to the day when he was finally relieved from duty, 
Dec. 21st. 1888. a period of 34 vears and 7 months. 


"During the last ten years he had several spells 
of sickness and lost some time . . . As the record 
stands he wielded the hammer 10.069 days and 
earned and received wages of $19.239.23. or a trifle 
over $1.91 a day on the average. The largest yearly 
wages was in 1870. amounting to $752.40 for 308 
days, and the smallest in 1879, amounting to 
$298.59. for 185 days work Mr. McCormick having 
been a prudent manager and frugal housekeeper, 
was enabled to save a little each year out of his 
hard earned dollars, and by judiciously investing 
his savings, together with the interest which in 
time began to tell, has now laid by a comfortable 
competence, the interest from which will keep the 
wolf from the door whether the railroad shops go 
or not. 


"But what amount of brawn and muscle must 
have been spent in these almost 35 years of poun­ 
ding upon the anvil, the tintillations of which will 
never be effaced from his ears, so long as he shall 
live' 


"What a pile of ironwork must have passed 
through his hands! And what changes time has 
wrought since he came here a single man with no 
other means than a trade well learned and a 
willing heart and hands to apply himself to it. 


"Scarcely any of the men then employed by the 
Railroad Company remain, many of them are no 
more. Joseph E. Yeager was then foreman of the 
blacksmith shop. J. Dutton Steele. Solomon A. 
Stout, John P. Rutter, Charles Rutter. Anthony 
Richards, all now' deceased, were then familiar 
names about the railroad. 


"Before Mr. McCormick came to Pottstown he 
worked at the Colebrookdale Iron Works, in 
Douglass township. Berks county, then operated 
by a well known iron manufacturer, the late 
William Weaver."

Dasch 
Named 
Arbitrator 


A new program designed to reduce the backlog in the 
civil court system had been developed by the Better 
Business Bureau and a local officer of the court has 
been named to participate. 
The local official is District Justice Charles A. 
Dasch. who has offices in the Griffith Towers Building, 
Charlotte and King Streets. 
The program involves binding arbitration between 
disputing parties in consumer matters. 
Not only do officials predict the new program will 
ease the backlog of civil cases pending in the courts but 
it will resolve disputes more efficiently, legally, for 
less money, and without publicity. 
According to Dasch. the program works like this: 
If two parties are in dispute and cannot resolve the 
issue, they can apply for binding arbitration under the 
Better Business Bureau program. 
Each side then must sign an agreement stating it will 
abide by the decision of the arbitrator. 
Dasch pointed out there is precedent in state law 
which severiy limits the right of an appeal to the courts 
on an arbitrator s decision. 
“ In most cases." said Dasch, "the courts will uphold 
the arbitrator s decision, as they always have in the 
past." 
Dasch is one of the men assigned to decide cases as 
the arbitrator and to render binding decisions. 


The local district justice is hailing the program as an 
idea whose time has come. 
“This is a fine program to ease the court backlog.'* 
he said, “ and I am very enthusiastic about it. No longer 
will parties in dispute have to wait sometimes years 
before the courts can schedule their case for a hearing. 
“ Moreover, there is a complete absence of publicity 
surrounding an arbitrator's hearing and his decision." 
He also noted that while it is legal for an individual to 
represent himself in court without a lawyer, it rarely is 
done because of the cumbersome rules. 
"On the other hand, the arbitrator's sessions are 
relatively informal and a lawyer is not necessary — 
thereby saving the parties involved substantial money 
which otherwise would tjave been spent in legal fees." 


The district justice stressed this is not a mediation 
program. 
“ A m ediator attempts to get both parties to agree." 
said Dasch. “that is his only function. He can not 
impose a solution. 
“But an arbitrator can. once the parties involved 
have signed pledges to abide by the decision of the 
arbitrator, who is impartial." 


Cases are assigned to Dasch for arbitration from 
Eastern Pennsylvania and parts of New Jersey and 
Delaware. 
Nurses, Aides Offer Assistance 
Work Load Heavy for Clinic Doctor 


Because of the efforts of 
state health officials, two 
nurses, 
a public health 
assistant, and a technical 
aide now staff the primary 
care medical clinic in Penn 
Village. 
The same officials also, 
made sure the proper equip­ 
m ent 
w as 
installed to 
provide thorough physical 
exam inations, administer 
first aid. take certain types 
of blood tests, and to give 
immunization shots. 
T h ere 
is 
a problem, 
however. Only one doctor is 
contributing time to provide 


treatment for the 20 or more 
sick patients which arrive 
at the clinic on an average 
week. 


Dr. Stephen 
Levin, a 
general 
practitioner with 
offices at 232 King St.. is the 
sole doctor working for the 
clinic and. because of his 
busy schedule, he can only 
be at the clinic one day 
during the week. 


Although Dr. Levin also 
sees some patients referred 
from the clinic in his private 
office on Wednesdays, there 
is still some doubt as to 


whether or not he can cope 
with the entire work load. 


Dr. William T. Lane, state 
m edical 
director for the 
region which includes Mon­ 
tgomery and Chester Coun­ 
ties. said the clinic began to 
provide treatm ent for sick 
patients last April. 


Prior to that, according to 
Dr. Lane, the agency was a 
"' we 11 baby "clin i c supply! ng 
physical exams, some tests 
and immunizations but very 
little in the way of treat­ 
ment. 
Thus, 
when the clinic 


began furnishing treatment 
services, the nurses and 
other staff members could 
only do so much and a 
physician's care was really 
needed at the center during 
all of it's operating hours, 
nine to noon Monday. Wed­ 
nesday. and Friday. 
Over the summer months 
a physician had agreed to be 
at the clinic during those 
tim es. One month ago. 
however, that physician's 
s e r v i c e s 
b e c a m e 
unavailable and Dr. Lane 
said he is having difficulty 
finding replacements. 


Small Drop 


Noted in 


Sugar Prices 


A predicted decrease in the cost of 
sugar has become a reality but the 
reduction is small and may be' too late 
to send homemakers rushing to the 
recipe file. 
George Be is1winger, director of com­ 
m unications for Acme Markets. 
Philadelphia, said wholesale prices 
have declined in the past few weeks 
resulting in some reduced retail 
prices. 
A five-pound bag of national brand 
sugar has dropped form S3.09 to $2.89 
while the house brand show's a $3.05 to 
$2.85 decline, he said. 
"Although we don't know for sure, 
we don't feel there will be any more 
increases and there may be more 
declines." he added 
L ester Noll, manager of Acme 
Market. North End Shopping Center, 
confirmed that instructions for the 
price changes have been relayed to 
stores, 
“We have experienced a decline in 
the sale of sugar and the price reduc­ 
tion hasn't made any effect yet." he 
said. 
A press spokesman for Pantry Pride 
Inc.. 
P hiladelphia. Irwin Schier. 
remarked. “We are on record as 
having reduced prices in several 
areas including Pottstown 
The prices quoted were identical to 
those revealed by Acme. 


Commenting on reasons for the 
decline, he said. "On our part. I think 
it is a recognition of an emotional 
issue with consumers. It is an act to 
k e e p 
c o n s u m e r 
f a i t h 
an d 
appreciation." 
He explained that the wholesale 
price level is still higher than the 
retail price but the store will absorb 
any loss in anticipation of lower 
wholesale prices. 
Schier said his company considers 
the price of sugar beyond all 
reasonable bounds and advises con­ 
sumers to buy no more than they 
absolutely need. 
“ We feel consumers should cut 
down on their sugar use. It is a good 
thing to do both nutritionally and 
economically and there are plenty of 
substitutes and more healthful foods 
that can be eaten." he noted 


Though the district office claims the 
price reduction is in effect. Ralph 
Pietrobone. assistant manager at 
Pantry Pride. Norco Mall, said it is 
“all talk". 
“Sugar is decreasing in sales and 
that's all." he remarked. "A price 
drop is just hearsay..

Penn 
Village is quite a distance 
from the medical center. We 
also found there is a shor­ 
tage of physicians in that 
area." he continued. “We 
realized that the clinic would 
be the only practical way 
many people in that com­ 
munity could get treat­ 
ment." 
Dr. Lane said he hopes in 
the future an even larger 
number of patients can. 
receive care at the clinic., 
Although no one is denied 
help. Dr. Lane said health., 
officials want the majority 
of patients to be between the 
ages of 9 months and 18 
years, but* with an added 
physician this might be 
expanded. 
“ I don t think anyone is 
going untreated right now. 
but it would certainly make 
things easier if we had at 
least 
one 
m ore doctor 
working there." Dr. l^ane 
said. 
“ I have contacted several 
doctors in the Pottstown 
a r e a

some have 
indicated they would like to 
help. The difficulty is that 
they are too busy right now.

Death of Humorist 
Noted With a Smile 
NEW YORK - One of my 
dear old friends, Harry Her- 
shfield. the humorist, toast­ 
master and raconteur, died 
the other day. but I don't 
have a tear in. my eye. I have 
a smile on my lips. 
That 's the way Harry wan­ 
ted it. How often, he said: 
"Norton, when I die I don't 
want any damn tears.. I. want, 
you to .think of some joke 
I've told, and have a laugh, 
or at least a smile." 
That was Harry Hersh­ 
field. -Eighty-nine years old. 
when he died, but as young 
as a frisky comic on the Bor­ 
scht Circuit. Never without a 
joke. Never without a smile 
Never without a friendly 
handshake for the thousands 
he knew and loved — and 
who loved him just as much. 
In his book. "Laugh 
Louder. Live Longer." dear, 
balding, imp-faced Harry 
said: "Worries are not worth 
worrying about." And told 
everybody he met: 
"Nobody's worth punching, 
no matter what he's done. 
.And. besides, it's impossible 
to punch, hard, when you're 
laughing.” 
"Oh, I'll kick off some 
day." he told me a couple of 
years ago when we both 
were speaking at a benefit, 
"and when I do. 1 want you 
to tell my favorite story. " 
And then, for perhaps the 
20th time. Harry told me 
about his warm, relationship 
with the late Bernard 
Baruch, adviser to Presiden­ 
ts and. more important (I 
think). long time buddy-bud- 
dy to Harry Hershfield. 
"We used to sit on the ben­ 
ch in Central Park." said 
Harry, "and chin about 
everything. We got together 
just about, every day when 
he was in town. But when he 
was away, he'd call me 
every night. From wherever 
he was. in whatever part of 
the world. 
"One night he called me 
from Rome. As usual, we 
talked, about everything that 
had been going on. I told him 
where I'd talked that night, 
and what banquets I was 
going to work during the rest 
of the week, and I told him 
whom I'd met and what 
they'd said. 
"Now Barney had a great 
sense of humor and he loved 
to give me straight lines. He 
was in his 90s at the time and 
I was in my 80s. And Barney, 
right out of nowhere, talking 
to me on the phone from 
Rome, said; 
“ You know. Harry. I've 
been away from the city for 
quite a while. Tell me. are 
they still practicing sex in 
New York?" 
"And I choked down a 
laugh and said: Yes, Bar­ 
ney but there's a different 
crowd doing it! " 
That's the way it was with 
Harry'. He’d started out in 
life as a newspaper car­ 


toonist — always looking at 
the funny side. He'd created 
such comic strips as 
Homeless Hector, Desperate 
Desmond, and. his best. Abie 
(The Agenti Kabibble. 
" You know'," he told .me 
once, "a man can pull a han­ 
dkerchief out of his pocket, 
and if I see that flash of 
white, I think it's a 
tablecloth, and I get up and 
start telling jokes." 
With the possible excep­ 
tion of George Jessel. Harry 
Hershfield talked at more 
luncheons, dinners and 
"special events." than any 
other man of our time. ..And. 
he never was at a loss for 
good words or good jokes.

The legislation called for 
pension boosts ranging up to

Estimates placed the cost 


of 
the 
measure 
at

The teachers' retirement 
fund already is $85 million 
short of what it should have 
to guarantee continued pen­ 
sion payments at present 
levels, according to its own 
actuaries.

Profits 'lifcely to Be Minimal' 
Two of the Biggest U.S. Banks 
Decide not to Buy, Sell Gold 


NEW YORK < AP) — Two of the biggest banks m the 
United States said Friday they do 'not intend to buy and 
sell gold for the general public when such sales become 
legal Dec. 31. 
It s not an appropriate investment for the ordinary 
fellow, 
said Walter Wriston. president of New' York's 
First National City Rank, in explaining the bank's 


In a statem ent issued at its San Francisco headquar­ 
ters. Bank of America said the returns on gold ‘ are 
likely to be minimal' for the small investor, and 
added: 
The less you buy. the greater the drawbacks of gold 
as an investment. If you buy less than 50 ounces at $180 
an ounce, for example, the price must increase to $225 
or $240 in order to cover all costs of buying and 
selling.” 
The bank also warned: ' The price can go down just 
as quickly as it went up. ” 
• 
Wriston said he did not agree with estim ates that as 
many as 118 million .Americans are going to buy gold 


when the m arket opens Dec. 31. 
In the first place, you have to have it assayed and 
that's expensive. There would be our service charge 
and a charge for storing it. If gold were going for $190 
an ounce, we'd have to charge you $200.” he said: 


The Rank of America estimated that the mark-up 
would be even higher. 
"You may have to pay 20 to 30 per cent over the 
quoted m arket price" its statement said. “The 
mark-up covers costs of fabrication, packaging, ship­ 
ping. handling storage, insurance, state sales tax and 
commissions to distributors and sellers." 


Wriston said the bank was publicizing its cautious 
attitude towards gold at the urging of Bess Myerson. 
onetime New York City commissioner of consumer 
affairs and now a consultant to First National City. 
"Bess kept leaning on us to be sure we made it plain 
that this was no big deal for the ordinary guy.” he said. 
"So we re saying, listen, friend, you realize there's 
very little chance you'll make money buying gold.”

Darwin, Austrajia 
Cyclone Leaves City Like 'Crushed Matchbox' 


DARWIN. Australia (APl — Twisted palm trees 
and enormous chunks of roofing lay atop the splin­ 
tered wreckage of this cyclone-devastated city that 
one survivor likened to a ‘'‘crushed matchbox,." 
Australians joined in a massive effort Friday to 
care for the some 40.000 residents of Darwin and 
evacuate the hundreds of injured 
Forty-five persons were known dead and a police 
spokesman said he did not expect the death toll to 
mount substantially. But he said there were still 
reports of missing people in rural areas and on 
small boats in Darwin Harbor. 
Thousands of persons were evacuated to the south 
while military cargo planes flew in food, blankets 
and medical supplies for the remaining residents — 
an estimated 90 per cent of whom were homeless. 
Health officials began immunizing residents 
against cholera and tetanus, which they feared 
could break out as the city struggled without 
adequate safe water, sewerage sendee and electric 
power. 
Reporters who reached the city early Friday by 
air force relief plane found almost every building in 
the downtown area damaged and huge piles of 
debris littering the streets. 
Survivors told of their escape from the cyclone, 
which struck early Christmas Day. 
‘During the storm my husband and I huddled 
under two beds pushed together." said Roslyn Wise. 
“We sang songs and did anything we could think of 
to keep the children from being terrified." 
She said two bedrooms of their home were crum ­ 
pled and my husband's shoes were thrown from the 
wardrobe down out onto the street." 
Maureen Hutchison. 27. said a cyclone warning 
was issued before the storm struck but it was 
disregarded. “ We were always getting cyclone war­ 
nings, and everybody was blase' about it." she said. 
“We ran from room to room as the building folded 
up around us." Only the laundry room of her house 


was left standing, she said. 
Lines of people waited at the airport Friday for 
transport out of town. .and. 'scores more clustered, at 
phone booths into the early morning hours hoping to 
contact friends and relatives in other cities. Com­ 
munications 
out of Darwin were just being 
re-established. 
“Overall the whole city and immediate semirural 
areas have most, of their habitation wrecked," a. 
police spokesman said,. But he said shelters and 
other temporary accommodation were handling the 
city's homeless satisfactorily. 
Emergency generators supplied power to key cen­ 
ters. and bottled water was being made available. 
Police said, the w ater pipe system, would, be repaired 
soon. There did not appear to 'be any panic in the 
city. 
At a big car dealership blocks of roofing material 
had blown off the showToom and crashed onto cars 
in a front lot. 
Windows were smashed, in hundreds of buildings. 
Residents clustered in homes and office buildings 
with flickering candles and listened to radio broad­ 
casts conveying emergency instructions. 
Buildings at the Darwin airport were heavily 
damaged, and, at the adjacent air force base 
remains of a, twin-engine Dakota aircraft, lay crum ­ 
pled in the front yard of the base commander's 
home. 
In Australia and other parts of the world the term 
"cyclone" is used, to describe rotating winds 
systems of a, storm y character that elsewhere would 
be called hurricanes or typhoons. 
Prime Minister Gough Whitlam cut short his 


world tour Friday and flew home from London for a 
special meeting of the Australian cabinet. He 
radioed the mayor of Darwin that he had ordered 
"that nothing be spared to bring aid to the homeless 
and afflicted" and pledged a “determined and 
unremitting effort" to rebuild the city. 
At this time of the year Darwin is accessible only 
by sea and air because roads across the hundreds of 
miles of outback desert, and prairie are cut, by the 
monsoon rains. 
Domestic airliners, executive jets and other 
private planes were mobilized for the relief airlift. 
The aircraft carrier Melbourne and two destroyers 
were en route from, Sydney but will not arrive until 
next week.

ranged this run-of-the-mill pleasure through CISC's deci­ 
mation of UCLA, 34-9, in what was billed as the1 Rase 
Bowl invitation game at the Coliseum. 


.McKay coaches pretty lively football, which is to say, 
he is just as apt to throw on first down as he is on 
third. 
ALL IN THE FAMILY 
He also plays his own son. Such nepotism was 


more indigenous to the old days at Warner Brothers 
■fhan to college football 'today. Á Hungarian director 


there, in fact, hired so many of his relatives that when 
'the director left, a sign was ¡posted outside the' person­ 


nel office. It read: 
"'Being Hungarian isn't enough." 
A lot of opponents of Southern Cal wish that 
McKay wouldn't play his own son. The kid is a hell of a 
pass catcher. He snatched one for a big touchdown 
against UCLA., and he used only oto hand. 
But the elder McKay has a lot more going for him 
'than a spirited attack and a son who is a good receiv­ 
er. He has a ‘earn urc^.t.rnu.'-y swift, maybe the fastest 


on offense in the land. 
He also has a party running with the ball named 
Anthony Davis, the only individual to gain more than 
1,000 yards in each of his three years in the Pacific-8. 
Since Mr. Davis is one who likes his signal called, 
he clearly came to the right place. McKay believes in 
giving the ball to those who want it. 
During the incumbency, for instance, of O.J. Sim­ 
pson at USC, McKay ran him as often as 47 times in a 
game. When people inquired whether this was good for 
Simpson, the coach responded that 'maybe it wasn't. 
But it was much worse for the guys trying to tackle 
him. 
Against UCLA, Davis was given the ball 31 times, 
much too often for the general good of his opponent, 
especially since Anthony gained 195 yards. 
He has a quality strikingly common among; good 
runners. When the play starts to develop, he goes in­ 
stinctively the right way. 
It might be interjected here that Mr. Davis drives a 


'Cadillac. It isn't a new one, presumably because the 
older models get better mileage. 
Naturally, he paid for this transportation himsdlf, 
because if he had received help from, say, an alumnus, 
it 'would violate the rules. 
And we know the impeccability of universities in 
regard to the ¡rules. W hy, aver at Oklahoma, all they 
did was alter the transcript of a high school prospect, 
and the NCAA asked deportation proceedings against 


the school. 
Considering the way Davis runs with the football, 
an artist of such stature should be driving a Maserati, 


like W ilt Chamberlain. 
The ascension of McKay to the Rose Bowl this sea­ 
son numbered among his simpler achievements, ¡mainly 
because UCLA never got into the game seriously. 
It tried very hard, but UCLA a while 'back was 
voted No. 
4 in America in overall academic ex­ 
cellence, and it rarely turns out that any school in the 
top ten gets to a bowl.

World War II Straggler 


Found in Island Jungle 


JAKARTA. 
Indonesia 
(APt — An Indonesian air 
force team has tracked down 
a World War II straggler 
from the Japanese army 
who was living naked on the 
jungle island of Morotai. Air 
Force Maj. Suparno repor­ 
ted Thursday. 
He identified the man as 
Teruo Nakamura. 57. and 
said he would be flown soon 
to Jakarta for a medical 
examination and probable 
repatriation to Japan. 


In Tokyo, officials of the 
Health and Welfare Ministry 
said old army records listed 
Teruo 
Nakamura 
as . a 
Takasago tribesm an from 
Taiwan 
who entered the 
Japanese army in 1943 and 
received 
training with a 
guerrilla unit before being 
sent to Morotai in January 
1944 The Americans advan­ 
ced through the island group 


to support the invasion of the 
Philippines, and Nakamura 
was reported 
missing in 
action on March 5. 1945. 
according to the ministry’s 
records. 
Japanese 
officials 
said 
nine former servicemen in 
the imperial army, including 
six 
Takasago 
Iribesmen. 
were found on Morotai and 
returned to their homes in 
1956. 
Suparno said an air force1 
team found signs of the 
straggler and tracked him 
down. 
The 
Japanese 
Embassy 
announced 
it 
would send three embassy 
officials with an Indonesian 
air force group to bring the 
stragger to Jakarta. 


Morotai. one of the hun­ 
dreds of 
islands in the 
Indonesian archipelago, is 
east of Jakarta and south of 
the Philippines.

to have been trapped with the others in the burning 
home, and the object of repeated re-entries of the home 
by searchers, w as staying with an unde. 
The victims were taken to the hospital by two ambu­ 
lances from Good! Will Fire Co., and1 were' pronounced 
dead by Dr. Jacob Shade. 
Hospital officials said they also treated Francis Phipps, 
30, for emotional upset as a result of the blaze. 
They said he listed his address as the burned home. 
He was taken to the facility by a Lower Pottsgrove Town­ 
ship police car. 
According to Ringing Hill Fire Chief Donald Woodley, 
who was in charge of the fire-fighting effort, Phipps 
turned in the alarm by calling Good Will Fire Co. 
The chief added Phipps didn't use the phone in the 
burning home, going instead to a neighboring home. 
Then he tried repeatedly to enter the home to rescue the 
victims. 
Chief Woodley said he estimated damage to the struc­ 
ture at between $35,000 and '$40,000, and1 added a 
cause for the blaze has not been determined. 
"We have several possibilities under investigation," he 
explained, "and we'd rather not list them until we nar­ 
row it down to one." 
The chief did note, however, the living room fireplace 
was burning before the blaze; 
He said the first' alarm1 came1 in shortly before 4 a.m. 
An electrical digital dock in the mother's bedroom was 
stopped at 3:43, while an electric dock in the children's 
room stood at 4:10. 
Answering the first alarm were units from Ringing Hill 
and Sanatoga Fire Companies. 
When Chief Woodley realized the extent of the blaze 
he called out additional units from Pottstown's North 
End, the New Hanover and Limerick Fire Companies. At 
the peak 14 pieces of apparatus and 75 firemen were 
battling the blaze. 
The chief and another member of his department tried 


various w ays to get into the home immediately after 
their arrival, but to no avail. 
They finally m ade their way in and discovered the 
body of the mother against the window sill where she 
died while trying to open it. 
The body of Mark w as lying against the door from the 
bedroom to the hallw ay, while the little giri's body was 
at the foot of her mother's double bed. 
Little fire dam age w as done to the second floor rooms, 
except for the w alls which acted like a chimney as the 
flames climbed. 
This w as the first fatal fire within the1 jurisdiction of 
Ringing Hill Fire Co. since its founding in 1947.
